fessed. Charles Wler, foreman of the 
grand jury that was in session for one 
year after the dynamiting of the Los 
Angeles Times building, when twenty 
lives were snuffed out, sent the news 
by wire yesterday afternoon to J L 
Matthews, editor of the Argus, who 
was secretary of this grand jury. The 
news reached the Argus office just 
ahead of a communication from the 
editorial rooms of the Los Angeles 
Times, and in a few minutes the same 
ressage was flashed in from business 
nen in Los Angeles, and the people 
on the street cars coming in from Los 
Angeles, spread the tidings through- 
out the valley. Judge Bordwell has 
ssued a statement that the men will 
)e sentenced on Tuesday. If such is 
he case, it will have the peculiar sig- 
nificance of coming on the day that 
.os Anpeles city decides by popular 
rote whether it will be governed by 
i Socialist-labor candidate or by a 
Good Government ticket, as in the 
Jast. The confession of the McNa- 
nara boys has created the profound- 
st sensation that has ever disturbed 
southern California. 


Every telegraph wire in the United 


States, every cable leading to the old 
world earned this brief message last 
night to millions of people who have 
been deeply absorbed in this famous 
case. It is safe to assert that the news

THE FRANKLIN BRIBERY 


Many who have been following the 


events from an intimate knowledge of 
what the district attorney's office was 
attempting to do, now believe that 
the confession was

through the arrest of Franklin, the 
special agent for the defense, who 
was charged with the alleged bribing 
of a prospective juror, and who now 
is out on $10,000 bail, furnished by the 
McNamara attorneys. That this was 
a last straw, and that the confessed 
criminals saw the handwriting more 
plainly, foretelling wnat was in store 
for them, is believed by many Ortie 
McManigal, the star witness-to-be for 
the prosecution, who stood ready to 
tell the whole story of how the Los 
Angeles Times was dynamited, was 
so strong a witness, and so firm in 
his desire to testify to the whole plot 
that it undoubtedly shook the resolu- 
tion of the McNamara brothers 
to 


tick it out to the end. 
During the last two months, it is 


also said that the labor union member- 
ship throughout the United States has 
been becoming more and more restive 
under the probes for money to carry 
on the case, and a feeling has been 
rife that it was a hopeless fight. It is 
said that funds for the maintenance 
of the defense were running at low 
ebb. Confidence in a possible "bung"

;he district attorney had surrpunded 
the members of the jury was discour- 
aging.

the confession; is only a matter of con- 
jecture.. .It- MB- said that "the' federal 
authorities have been bringing tremen- 
dous pressure to bear upon the case, 
in order to unearth

would lead to the perpetrators of the 
mme, and of other similar crimes. 
That these men may throw a light on 
many other similar crimes is confi- 
dently expected by the federal author- 
ities and the county prosecution. 


The confession of the McNamara 


boys is practically the first time in 
the history of criminal dynamiting 
that the actual instigators and per- 
petrators have been brought to an ac- 
count.

PASTURE BURNS AWAY. 


Riggins' 
Ranch 
Was At 
One Time 


Threatened By Fire That Sweeps 


Over 2000 Acres. 


Pasture fires, that gleamed redly 


"ice Indian signal torches from the 
sides of the hill on the southwest of 
Covina, known as Buzzards' Peak on 
Monday night, interested the people of 
the valley for miles, but besides being 
a beautiful sight, it was also accom- 
panied by a feeling of regret, as over 
2000 acres of dry grass that feeds a 
big herd of horses,'was entirelv de- 
stroyed. 


Tho flames ran along the summit of 


the line of hills on the south, and late 
on Monday night were crawling to- 
ward the Chapman ranch, moving 
slowly against a wind from the north. 
All day Monday, men and teams from 
the 
Steefe, 
Bartlett, 
and 
Phillips 


ranches on the Spadre side of the hills 
were engaged in the hot work of light- 
ing the flames back from the line 
fences but very little could be done 
with the fire until it began to creon 
down tho northwestern slope 


The Rip-gins stock ranch, which is 


situated about two miles southwest of 
Covina, was in the track of the fire 
and the proprietor, Leslie Riggins, was 
for a time concerned about the safety 
f.f the home and ranch buildings. Mr. 
.lip-gins kept a force-of men and team:-,' 
in the hills on Monday afternoon. Late 
Mrndr.'y night he came back to his 
rpnrb, leaving guards in the hills and 
n.;out ]2 o'clock, one of the men came 
running to the house, and awakened 
tl.o rancher. A high wind had sprung 
i'.p. and had shifted, so that the fire 
w.-.s racing across the Chapman ranch, 
piMing up the brush and everything iii 
iff. path. The ranchers and men fought 
tho names for the remainder of the 
night, but as the wind died down the 
fire was rendered less dangerous, 
-early all the damage on this side of 
the hills was on the ranch of E F 
Klineireyer of Sunnyside, known as 
the old Chapman ranch. Ther» are 
•ibout 200 head of horses in this" pas- 
ture of 1493 acres. During the ni"ht 
tho fire crew attempted to corral the 
Morses in a blind canyon, out of the 
vay of the sweep of the {lames but 
the niiiii- ajs were so frightened and 
df-n:/.rali>:ed by the glare of the burn- 
•ru' l.i-r^i trm ,.r0y y<--ittorwl. The men 
•^lire-ceded in driving them ail into the 
Covina valley, and kept them moving! 


Tl.o 
spectacular features of this lire 


-.vere competed with the burning o f , 
groat live-oaks and walnut trees. The 
frees had accumulated a thick mat of 
I 


brush and weed refuse underneath the ' 
branches, and as fast as the lire up-1 
I-roached, the green live-oaks burned 


like gigantic torches. 
Only the bare 


boles and heavier branches were left 
after the fire had passed. Mr Riggin 
says that quite a little damage wa 
done to the timber as well as the feed 
An area of about 2000 acres was burn 
ed over. This is the second fire within 
a month, the other being one whicl 
the Riggins force succeeded in stop 
ping after it had burned over abou 
700 acres.

HIS PACIFIC COAST WORK. 


The Rev. Alfred Fletcher has been 


at work twenty-six years on the Paci- 
fic coast, coming here from Canada. 
During his ministry in Redlands, he 
built Holy Trinity, church, which is 
not the structure in which the mem- 
bers now worship, but which was the 
beginning of church activity in the 
<lays when the city was just begin- 
ning to feel the progressive move- 
ment that has since swept over tho 
entire state. At Corona, he was rec- 
tor at the time trhat the St. John tho 
Baptist church was built, and after- 
ward, in San Diego, he was in charge 
of All Saints' parish when the mem- 
bers built their house of worship. In 
•every charge over which he has been 
given assignment, he has built a house 
of worship, and as labored principally 
through the early days when the par- 
ishes were small and handicapped by 
a lack of means. The Holy Trinity 
church in Covina, a beautiful Gothic 
banding of granite with a stained 
wooden superstructure, is the most 
ambitious and most durable of any of 
the buildings he has undertaken, and 
has been erected at a cost of $13,500. 


The rector, in talking confidentially 


to the church family which gathered 
recently at a small function in the 
parish hall, spoke of several matters 
that have attended his ministry here. 
touching upon the most trying time 
In bis life, the sickness and death of 
his beloved wife, and afterwards of 
the happy time when the people of the 
parish and the city gathered to do 
honor to himself and family when his 
daughter was married. Rev. Mr. Flet- 
cher's equanimity of manner and char- 
acter, and his undoubted force In mat- 
ters of religious teaching, both by 
precept and example, have endeared 
him to the dwellers within the entire 
valley, regardless of religious prefer- 
ences. It is expected that his tenth 
anniversary, a longer term than any 
other religious teacher in the com- 
munity, will be accompanied by large 
gatherings of the townspeople. 
The

Declaring that his organization did 


iiot wish to market all the citrus 
fruits in the state of California, and 
that the California Fruit Growers' Ek- 
change, which he represented, was a 
benefit to independent shippers a 
well as to growers within the coopera 
live body, General Manager B. A 
Woodford, who ' spoke before a big 
audience at the Woman's Club House 
Saturday, outlined the policies which 
are to be pursued in his organization 
and gave many salient facts that shec 
a ray of light on the progress which 
tas been made in a systematic market 
tag of the state's most valuable asset 


The meeting was a Joint one, held 


with the members of the Covina Fruit 
Exchange and th« ladies and gentle 
men who compose the membership of 
the Covina Valley Farmers' Club The 
only regret that could be expressed in 
connection with the affair was that 
the management of the occasion had 
not prepared for an all-day session 
instead of the'afternoon program as 
the time was all too short to get the 
best results from the gathering. Mr 
Woodford's speech was a characteris- 
tic one for this forceful manager of 
the great shipping concern. He talked 
extemporaneously, filling his remarks 
to overflowing with pertinent facts. 
Tuat the 
Exchange 
now 
markets 


sixty-one per cent of the citrus fruits 
srown in the state, and that this per- 
centage will probably be increased 
during the coming year, shows that 
the'organization is on a firm working 
basis. The manager dwelt for a time 
on the insistent opposition which is 
being met with in the eastern mar- 
kets, where jobbers and interested 
shippers are attempting to break down 
the confidence which is reposed in the 
Exchange 
shipping and 
marketing 


system. He called attention to several 
articles which have appeared of late 
newspapers, in which the California 
frruit Growers' Exchange 
and 
its 


methods are set forth in an undesira- 
ble light. He read a number of pam- 
phlets which have been distributed 
among buyers in the East, in which it 
«s set forth that independent fruit 
concerns can furnish California fruit 
to eastern buyers at a much reduced 
figure to that asked for and obtained 
by the Exchange. This, Mr. Woodford 
points out, if true, is a good argument 
*or the eastern buyer, but not at all 
in eastern jobbing periodicals and 
a good argument for the California 
grower. If the independent concern 
can truthfully represent to an eastern 
buyer that htTcan furnish fruit cheap- 
er than the Exchange, the deduction 
easily follows that'the California grow- 


! er will get less money for his- fruit by 
shipping it through these same ship- 
pers who are making this assertion. 


Mr. Woodford explained at 
some 


length the system of supplies for the 
Exchange, which is now placed under 
the head of a subsidiary concern of 
the Exchange, making boxes, furnish- 
ing material for the fruit packing bus- 
iness,,and in other ways, cutting the 
margin of profit on supplies that has 
hitherto gone to concerns on the put- 
side furnishing these materials. 
He 


spoke of the big work which is being 
carried on by the Citrus Protective 
League, which is maintained by a tax 
on 
each 
box of oranges shipped 


through the Exchange, with the addi- 
tion of several independent shippers. 
This organization, under, the manage- 
ment of G. Harold Powell, is now 
fighting the question of rates on rail- 
roads before a commission fn Wash- 
ington. 
Mr. Woodford pointed out 


how the Exchange had cut the bills 
for printing labels and other printing 
matter, through a determination to 
establish a concern of its own, which 
resulted in the lowering of the price 
on labels, making it unnecessary for 
the Exchange to go into this branch 
of the business. 


Following Mr. Woodford, a very able 


talk was given by Prof. C. B. Lipman 
of the University of California, who is 
n charge of much of the investigation 
it that institution concerning plant 
ife. 
Prof. Lipman confined himself 


Umost wholly to a discussion of the 
'alues of different kinds of fertilizers, 
advocating the use of green manures 
n such plants as vetch and other co- 
•er crops, and explaining the time to 
ilant and the methods to be employed 
o obtain the best results. The speak- 
r rather placed a discouraging em- 
>hasis on the alleged value of dry 
traw as mulch and as a manure, stat- 
ing that it contained but very little 
that could be termed valuable to the 
soil. Bean straw he considered worth 
a very little more than barley or rye 
straw. 


The value of Prof. Lipman's visit 


was best 
indicated 
in the eager 


amount of questioning which followed 
after his address. Members of the or- 
ganizations kept him busy for nearly 
an hour, answering questions concern- 
ing the general culture of citrus fruits 
and the relative values of fertilizers' 


The meeting was presided over by 


President Ben F. ^Thorpe of the Farm- 
ers' Club, and the entertainment was 
under the supervision of Mrs C S 
Berry. The Farmers' Club is prepar- 
ing to have distinguished speakers at 
each of the meetings during the win- 
ter, which are held each month

Collier, who has been director general 
of the Panama-California International 
Exposition since the organization of 
that project, has been elected presi- 
dent to succeed U. S. Grant Jr., who 
takes the chairmanship of the board 
of directors.

Covina Citrus Association 


In All=Day Session 


The marketing of the oranges and 


lemons from 1314 acres in the Covina 
valley during the past year, and the 
net and gross receipts from the trans- 
actions, was the basis of an all-day 
discussion by stockholders of the Co- 
vina Citrus Association, held Monday 
of this week at the packing plant on 
Railroad avenue. Over 100 stockhold- 
ers were present. A lunch of baked 
beans, cold meats and other things 
was served at noon by the Ladies' Aid 
of the Christian church. Mrs. Clarence 
Allison was in charge of the serving, 
assisted by Mrs. Pliny Stanton, Mrs. 
Battle Hostettler, Mrs. Vandevort, 
Mrs. Will Kellar, Mrs. L. M. Goodwin 
and Mrs. J. O. Houser. 


•The organization of the board of 


directors was as follows: President, 
C. S. Beardsley; vice-president, J. R. 
Elliott; treasurer, First National Bank; 
secretary and general manager, G. N. 
Atwood; other directors, A. M. Seeley, 
w. P. Watts, George E. Anderson, J. 
H. Brubaker, S. T. Berry, A.-P. Kerck- 
hoff, T. F. Griswold. The representa- 
tives from this association to the Cali- 
fronia Fruit Growers' Exchange are 
C. S. Beardsley, A. P. Kerckhoff, and 


• G. N. Atwood. 


The association has received' a gross 


return of $466,201.97 for fruit during 
the year. The net returns are $322,- 
918.48. The total number of boxes 
shipped is 256,801 for the year. The 
amount received for Washington na- 
vels is 
$155,481.91; for 
Valencias, 


$162,739.60; other varieties, $4696.97. 
The amount of fruit shipped by this 
association is thirty-four per cent of 
the output of the Covina district. 


The meeting was presided over by 


President C. S. Beardsley. One of the 
discussions held was that of segregat- 
ing the fertilizer, vetch and fumiga- 
tion accounts from that of the regular 
fruit accounts, so that a separate re- 
port might be given on these branches 
of the association business. The asso- 
ciation practically does all the fumi- 
gating 
for its members, a system 


which has proved very satisfactory, 
and also supplies a large part of the 
fertilizer and vetch. 


During the year the association has 


acquired an additional packing'house, 
known as the old Fay house, situated 
a short distance from the main plant 
on the Southern Pacific railroad. This 
is to be used as an emergency plant in 
times when shipments are demanded 
in excess of the present capacity. The 
gradual growth in acreage that is be- 
ing shipped through the Covina Citrus 


Association has demanded this in 
crease In packing facilities, and is also 
due to the increase in the crops of the 
present acreage through the growth 01 
the trees, and especially because o: 
more intense cultivation and genera 
care. The Covina district has come 
very rapidly to the front in the ten- 
dency toward scientific care fjbr or 
chards, and in many respects has led 
the citrus districts of the state in pro- 
preasive methods that have brought 
increased profits to the growers. More 
fertilizer is used per acre in the Co- 
vina valley than in any other district, 
which is coupled also with the fact 
that the virgin productivity of the soil 
is higher in percentage than most of 
the citrus localities. 


A resolution offered by Mr. Lytle 


and adopted at the meeting, is as fol- 
lows: 


Resolved, that the board of direct- 


ors prepare a schedule of the percent- 
age of fruit which shall be put in each 
navel pool, and that each grower be 
eriven ten days in which to signify to 
the hoard of directors whether he 
wishes to increase or decrease that 
percentage for any pool, but that the 
decrease or increase be" limited to five 
per cent of the estimate of his crop. 


Another resolution, offered by Mr. 


Gail, and adopted, is as follows: 


Resolved, that the stock of the Fruit 


Growers' Supply Company now held or 
hereafter acquired by this corporation 
is and shall be held in trust for the 
several persons who have contributed 
or shall contribute to the -fund with 
which the same has been or shall be 
acquired, in proportion to the amounts 
of their respective contributions, and 
not for the benefit of the stockholders 
of this corporation. 


Resolved, further, that the directors 


of this corporation be instructed to 
cause to be kept an account showing 
the names of those contributing to said 
fund, and the amount and date of each 
contribution, and giving credit to each 
of such contributors for the amount 
of such contribution. 


Resolved, further, that when all 


funds required by said supply company 
shall have been provided, that a de- 
duction of three cents per box on all 
fruit packed by this corporation be 
continued, and the proceeds placed in 
a special revolving fund, from which 
shall be refunded as rapidly as possi- 
ble to the contributors to said supply 
company fund the amounts by them 
contributed, in the order in which the 
samo were contributed. 


Supervisors View Havoc 


Made By Wild Waters 


A movement of big significance to 


the Covina valley has been definite- 
ly started, which has to do with a pro- 
tection of property from winter storm 
water. On ^Saturiflay-' last, about twen- 
ty; of the leading ranchers and busi- 
ness men of the valley, in company 
with the board of supervisors, made 
an examination of the 
storm-water 


courses in the district known as the 
upper San Gabriel valley, with a plan 
in view for confining these waters, so 
that no damage can be done. 
The 


matter will be carefully prepared by- 
petition and in other ways, and laid 
before the board of supervisors, pray- 
ing that this board will authorize the 
formation of a storm district. 


The Sunday Times, in an article 


concerning the visit of the supervis- 
ors on this matter, printed a story, 
which was leading in the heading, 
but which in the subject matter was 
essentially correct, and which is as 
follows: 


To confine the wild waters of the 


Sierra Madre canyons, so that they 
will not annually cut deep gashes 
through expensive orange groves and 
valuable farming property in the up- 
per San Gabriel valley, is the prob- 
lem that the board of supervisors is 
studying, and they spent their entire 
time Saturday in an inspection of the 
territory embraced by the -cities and 
towns of Covina, Azusa, Glendora, 
Baldwin Park, Ir-windale, Charter Oak 
Lordsburg and San Dimas. 


The visit of the board is the result 


of a petition bearing several hundred 
names 
of 
ranchmen 
and 
fruit 


growers 
in the district. The move- 


ment is a growth out of the recent 
amendment of the California act of 
1895 
which makes it possible for a 


board 
of 
supervisors 
to 
form 


storm-water district including a cer^ 
tain amount of territory, providing 
the majority of the community fa- 
vors it. 
The supervisors have the 


right of discretion, 
and once 
the 


storm district is formed the waters 
may be confined 
by raising 
funds 


through a bond issue or by general 
taxation. 


The territory now praying for this 


privilege 
embraces seventy 
square 


miles, 
and 
ap'proxmately 
50 000 


acres of cultivated and tillable land. 
The storm district boundaries begin 
at the openings of Big Dalton canyon 
Littlo Dalton canyon, both on the 
north of Glendora; 
San Dimas can- 


yon, due north from San Dimas and 
Lordsburg; 
and 
the 
Puddingstone 


canyon, which stream sweeps diagon- 
ally across Covina valley, trending 
southwest. 
The westerly line of the 


city of Pomona is the east boundary 
of the district; the easterly bank of 
the San Gabriel river is the west 
boundary, with the mountains as a| 
boundary 
on 
the 
north, and 
the 


Puente foothills beyond the communi- 
ties of Rowland, Bassett, Hudson and 


any part of the flood land of the San 
Gabriel river. 


The district is about 30 per cent in 


the cultivation of oranges and lemons, 
with Covina, Azusa,. Glendpra and San 
Dimas as the principal 
marketing 


places. The approximate value of the 
50,000 acres is $1000 an acre, as the 
citrus land is worth about $2000 au 
acre and walnut and vegetable land 
from ?450 to $750 per acre. 


The storm water has already com- 


pletely destroyed several ranches of 
oranges and lemons by washing out 
the trees and burying others beneath 
an accumulation of several feet of 
mountain sand and silt. 
The object 


of the formation of a storm district 
is to confine these vagrant streams 
into as narrow a basin as is feasible, 
built in concrete. Several of these 
streams will be diverted from their 
present channels and made to flow in 
one conduit. 


The supervisors were met at Bald- 


win Park by a party of twenty-one 
of the principal ranchmen.
